The people who read newspapers 
and magazines have, as a rule, a 
belief that publishers have no con- 
ace about loading up their peri- 
als with advertisements at the 
of reading matter. Yet oc- 
nnally some proof comes to the 
ace that publishers have some 
pies iu this respect. The La- 
Home Journal, (or example, 
accept just so many columns of 
advertisements, and no mce. This 
proportion, for instance, is 70 col- 
ms of advertisements as against 
I columns ot reading matter 
each issue of 48 pages. When the 
advertising space is full all b 
ness is declined. The skeptical 
may ask, "But is there any busi- 
ness left to decline?" There is, de- 
cidedly. Kor nearly every issue 
durin£i900 there were from four to 
twenty-six more columns of de- 
sirable advertisements received 
than could be accepted, and as each 
column in the Journal costs $1000 
the publishers turned away thous- 
ands of dollars, which, simply be- 
cause of principle, they would not 
accept. So the interests of the pub- 
lic are sometimes regarded where 
they are not popularly supposed to 
be.

In Berlin, (lermanv, wIipit various 
other good itleas arc in operation, the 
transfer of children is already an 
established eyetetn. 

City children are exchanged for 
country children, and vice versa. 

The children of the city poor sre 
usually fated to stay in the place 
where they were burn witboiii any op- 
portunity for change into a country 
life. Country babiehars likewise c on- 
fined bv their poverty to a vviy small 
territory. 

It is to benefit these t wo claaaea thai 
the scheme of transfer wa« arranged.
